Properly speaking there can be 
no "glut” of apples when there ate 
nearly Ko.non,lino people at home crav­ 
ing them and all Europe is ready to 
buy them at good 
prices. 
W hat 
Is 
called "glut” is merely imperfect dis 
tribution. The apples produced in this 
country have become famous through­ 
out the world, and by proper attention 
to their cultivation and sale. farmers 
will soon be enabled to reap large pro­ 
fits from them. The m atter has rceeiv- 
od less attention than its 
importance 
w arrants, and the 
coming 
congress 
will do a good work lf it awakens the 
producers to their .opportunities.

“The question of fraud in 
the undervaluation of Imports is im­ 
portant. to all good citizens. The ad­ 
ministrative sections of the tariff laws 
are mad< drastic to insure the effect­ 
ive collection of 
flu* 
revenue, 
and 
should Ie* inforced to the extent of 
ferreting out and punishing tho4o who 
seek to evade the proper payment of 
duties. 
Kvory honest and intelligent 
im porter should co-operate with 
the 
domestic m anufacturers, 
who 
com­ 
pete against tile foreign article, 
in 
securing honest work at the custom 
house; 
else the 
honest, 
importer, 
when put in competition 
with 
tie* 
fraudulent one, would be put out of 
business and probably in the

ruptcy court. 
On Sunday last a Nev, 
York paper had a startling piece 
of 
news about the discover^ of fraud iii 
the Importation of pottery to the ex 
tent of millions; that it 
ran

for years, and fully twenty millions 
of dollars had been defrauded; all of 
which, if true, was alarming to those 
who believe in 
honest 
government.

have been in the 
pottery 
business 
th er has been the periodical cry of 
undervaluation and fraud by import­ 
ers in t ti in lino, and several im port­ 
an t trials, the last one on English pot­ 
tery, was Iii Cleveland’s adm inistra­ 
tion. when Daniel Manning was sec­ 
retary of the treasury (as Secretary ! 
8 haw is now ). 
All crates coming into 
th e ports of New York and Philadel­ 
phia were held up pending the Invest 
igatlon, which covered several weeks, 
under Appraiser Moore, of Philadel­ 
phia, and it resulted in the complete 
vindication of the importers. Several 
years since, when hearings were had 
before the Ways and Means commit­ 
tee, the question of fraud by under­ 
valuation cam e up. and the hest statis 
tics that were produced under Scil cd 
ulc It, pottery and glass revealed less 
than one per 
cent, 
undervaluation. 
When the former m erchant appraiser 
system was in vogue I served many 
times as m erchant appraiser with the 
United States appraiser, and when we 
dsagreed the Collector of tile Port de­ 
cided it; but the trails rarely revealed 
any important difference. 
W hen the 
“Moiety" law was in vogue the incen­ 
tive to charge and prove fraud was 
greater than now, but 
the 
charges 
were usually based upon the 
suspi­ 
cion of competitors. I have taken this 
space to resent the suspicion that is 
cast upon every 
importer 
by 
such 
gross charge* as that in the New York 
paper of last Sunday, but which was 
neutralized by the prompt answer quo­ 
ted above by Secretary Shaw of W ash­ 
ington.
